Mussolini’s Rome is g etting ready for a big 
celebration in the fall of 19 37 . That will be the 
2000th anniversary of the birth of the Emperor 
Aug ustus, and a g reat ex hibition will be held to 
show precisely what Roman life was like in the 
Aug ustan period. 
There will be maps, models, pictures, relics, 
plaster of paris display s, wax fig ures and so on, 
and the idea is that any one who sees them will 
know just what thing s looked like, on the streets 
and in the homes, in the Rome of the first 
Caesars. 
It all sounds like an interesting stunt; and one 
is forced to wonder if, some day 20 centuries in 
the future, someone won’t feel impelled to put 
on a similar ex hibition showing what life in the 
20th century America was like. 
What features of life today will historians of 
a far-distant future pick out as ty pical, a ny ­ 
how? 
Bey ond a doubt there will be ex hibits of ma­ 
chinery — every thing from machine tool lathes 
to automobiles, from movie sound cameras to 
submarines. There will be ex hibits to show how 
we amused ourselves — reproductions of vast 
stadia, no doubt, plaster casts of baseball and 
football play ers in action, relief maps of g olf 
courses, and so on. 
Probably there will be models of big city apart­ 
ment houses, models of sky scrapers, models of 
street cars during the rush hour jam, models of 
factories, of railway y ards, of steel mills, of coal 
mines and of lumber camps — and the folk of 
39 00 A. D. will peer at them, and wag their heads, 
and wonder how on earth we manag ed to live 
happily among such devices, and thank their 
stars they live in a more enlig htened ag e. 
But they probably will come no closer to g et­ 
ting a real understanding of every day life in 19 32 
than we can come to an understanding of ev­ 
ery day life in the Rome of Caesar Aug ustus. 
For the thing s that color the lives of people 
most intimately aren’t the thing s y ou can re­ 
produce in a museum. Wax models and plaster 
casts ca n’t reproduce the joy that parents g et 
from their children, or the my sterious beauty of 
old ag e, or the way two y oung sters feel when 
they start life tog ether in a three-room flat, or 
the silent heroism of unnumbered humble bread­ 
winners. 
The enduring thing s and the important thing s 
have to be g uessed at. You ca n’t make mechan­ 
ical copies of them. 


MYSTICISM RETURNS 
It is instructive to ex amine the revival in cheap 
supernaturalism in the United States in the last 
few y ears. 
Astrolog y has taken ¿1 spurt, with practitioners 
collecting comfortable fees and books on the a n­ 
cient “ science” printed by reputable publishers. 


Perfectly serious books on palm-reading have 
also been issued lately , and have sold well. Nu­ 
merolog y has g ained many converts. 
We may be the heirs of all the ag es, as Ten­ 
ny son said, but we seem to have a very strong 
fondness for the pet superstitions of our unen­ 
lig htened ancestors. This fondness is especially 
apt to crop out when thing s are not g oing so well. 
Most of it, probably , is due to the ordinary hu­ 
man being ’s inability to admit tha t he himself 
may be responsible for most of his troubles. 
The man who has made a mess of his life can 
g et a g ood deal of comfort out of reflecting that 
it wasn’t really his fault but was due to the 
movements of the stars or the destiny which the 
lines of his palm reveal. It is much better to 
blame one’s troubles on the “ my stic numbers” of 
the letters of one’s name than on one’s own 
weakness and folly . 
So, the present being a difficult time, we have 
a g reat revival of interest in the superstitions 
of the old day s. We are assured that the World 
war beg an because such and such a planet was 
moving throug h such and such a “ house” in the 
early summer of 19 14; that the stock market col­ 
lapsed because of some similar g oing s-on in the 
heavens, and that a famous criminal did the 
thing s he did because his name contained the 
wrong combination of vowels and consonants. 
Insofar as this enables harassed people to bear 
their troubles it is perfectly harmless. Unfortu­ 
nately , however, that isn’t its only effect. In an 
ag e when it is more than ever imperative for us 
to realize clearly the terrible consequences of 
human stupidity , g reed, cruelty and folly , many 
people are persuading themselves that all of 
earth’s troubles are dropped down from the 
skies. We cause our own wars, famines, crime 
waves and economic disasters, and there is no 
help for us if we don’t make ourselves recog ­ 
nize the fact.

deeming feature and y et not one 
saloon in 
ten ever said 
-No” 
when visited 
by charity peti­ 
tions. 
Fool rules were made to g ov­ 
ern them / different from those 
g overning others, y ou never tried 
to 
make

saloon, a 
decent 
place. You hid its inside work­ 
ing , with screens, during work­ 
ing hours and forced removal 
when business was -off." 
You 
permitted eating rooms in a rear 
separate room in which eating 
eould g o on, and now y ou make 
a sale of liquor unlawful unless 
accompanied by the -eats," not 
only on every day of the wreek 
but on holiday s and Sunday s.

A thing is 
rig ht or wrong in itself and if 
eating and drinking in combina­ 
tion is moral, which is the mor­ 
al ag ent. Poor old "Barley Corn," 
it would 
seem from 
Indiana’s 
law, has vice, not virtue or rig ht 
of ex istence, ex cept to pay rev­ 
enue. Oh what a sorrowful pic­ 
ture was presented by advocates 
of prohibition, who now boast of 
what a g reat revenue collector it 
is. 
In forty pag es of our new li­ 
quor law we fail to find reg ulat­ 
ing the sale of any kind of liquor 
by the g lass, now our g overnor 
say s, it rests with our prosecut­ 
ing attorney s. Since when did 
our Constitution g ive prosecu­ 
tors leg islative power? Not even 
the leg islature can do that, as 
as our Constitution provides that 
the Leg islature -shall make no 
law, the taking effect of which 
shall depend on any other power 
than the Leg islature itself." 
That provision is what makes 
the g overnor’s assumption of au­

condemned.
